MADTOWN!! 
15,000 ATTEND 
POT PROTEST 


One of the biggest crowds in the history of 
the marijuana protest movement turned 
out for the Great Midwest Marijuana Har- 
vest Festival in Madison, Wisconsin on 
September 24, 1988. Although the local 
media downplayed the event, claiming 
only 7,500 people showed up, official po- 
lice estimates put the number at a more 
believable 15,000. While many were lo- 
cals, potsmokers came from as far as 


England and Australia to attend the big- 
gest marijuana event of the year. Last 
year's record crowd was estimated at 
10,000. 

Although most who attended the event 
were there to get high and have a good 
time, many participants made it clear they 
were protesting pot prohibition, espe- 
cially the Omnibus Drug Law and its 
$10,000 fine. 


The demonstration began with a rally, 
held on the University of Wisconsin-Mad- 
ison Library Mall, and featured speeches 
by NORML National Director Jon Get- 
tman, “Ask” Ed Rosenthal, Tom Alexan- 
der of Sinsemilla Tips, Sate Drugs activist 
Dana Beal, Jack Herer, author of The Em- 
peror Wears No Clothes, and Harvest 
Festival organizer Ben Masel. After 
speeches, music by three rock bands, 
and countless joints, the crowd illegally 
marched on the State Capitol, where hun- 
dreds of protesters joined the rally. There, 
an impromptu demonstration of sign- 
waving, more pot-smoking, and chanting 
slogans took place for hours, while twelve 
uniformed police kept watch. 

‘Twenty people received citations, most 
of them for underage drinking, before the 
march took place on the State Capitol 
grounds. Read next month's HIGH

Foundation, Inc., at the Foundation’s 
Washington DC post office box. Children 
may send as many copies of the pledge 
as they wish to Nancy, though only one 
lucky oathtaker from each state will 
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eventually be selected to serve as a 
parade marshal at the historic Just Say 
No Walk in Washington next spring. 
Winners will receive round-trip 
transportation to Washington from the 
Walk’s sponsors, Procter & Gamble, plus 
two nights ina DC hotel, and one 
hundred dollars in spending change. 

All things considered, American 
sschool-children in the late '80s stand to 
benefit substantially more from Procter 
&Gamble's gala Back-to-School Pledge 
Drive than any of their parents ever got 
from the anti-communist loyalty-oath 
orgies of the McCarthy Era. Besides a 
long shot at a some-expenses-paid 
weekend in beautiful downtown 
Washington next spring, each of their 
parents will receive from Procter & 
Gamble a chance to clean up on 
purchases of Oxydol detergent, Downy 
fabric softener, Puritan oil, Luvs 
diapers, Folger's coffee, and Duncan 
Hines desserts. Discount coupons for 
all this Procter & Gamble household 
garbage are included in the mass- 
mailing P&G is sending out to 
households everywhere, along with 
copies of the oath, the contest rules, 
and the First Lady's photograph and 
signature, in envelopes bearing the 
letterhead logo of the Just Say No 
Foundation, Inc., of Walnut Creek, 
California. 


JUST SAY WHAT, M'MAN? 

The brief but bumptious history of the 
Just Say No Foundation, from its high- 
hopes inception in 1985 to its hostile 
takeover by Procter & Gamble this year, 
provides a pretty apt example of what 
has transpired with all the putatively 
“antidrug” grassroots lobbying outfits 
that latched onto the federal teat during 
the great Reagan-era War on Drugs 
media binge. “Just say no”, of course, 
was the only safe slogan the advisers of 
Nancy Reagan could ever think up for 
her to preach, when they endeavored to 
soften her icy-white Republican 
‘empress public image by trotting her out 
before assemblies of ghetto children 
during top-visibility War on Drugs 
whistle-stop tours. After she'd been 
doing that for a few seasons, inevitably 
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it occurred to a bona-fide drug-

Abuse and Control assigned the General | Foundation’s noble-minded do-gooder 


Accounting Office (GAO) to investigate 
why itwas, exactly, that none of these 
illustrious antidrug outfits could ever 
seem to vanquish their pathetic 
dependency on federal tax money. 

The GAO report, issued in February 
1988, observed that some of Just Say 
No’s techniques were clearly adapted 
from several recognized antismoking 
attitude-modification strategies which 
had been seen to work effectively, on a 
broad social scale, since the mid-'70s. 
“The Just Say No program itself, 
however, has never been subjected to 
rigorous evaluation,” the investigators 
regretfully reported. They spoke of 
concern within the Department of 
Health and Human Services that these 
antismoking stategies “may not transfer 
to the drug area” very readily, and cited 
HHS predictions that “the strategy will 
not produce enduring results beyond the 
short term.” Finally, with truly

systematically articulated in print by 
‘Adams. Using mailing lists garnered 
from various other “Parents Power” 
antidope outfits that were enjoying 
federal funding, Adams managed to 
contact enough drug-troubled 
households around the country to set up 
no less than 1500 “Just Say No Clubs.” 
Children in these “clubs” were 
encouraged to sign written oaths to, 
abstain from drug-taking and other 
objectionable behaviors, following a 
dubious theoretical scheme called 
“contractual therapy”, practiced by 
drug-treatment quacks from coast to 
coast. The unfortunate children in these 
troubled households were further | 
indoctrinated through the Foundation's 
“Three Steps to Say No"—a sawed-off 
adaptation of the infamous Twelve | 
Steps of Alcoholics Anonymous, but 
pointedly abandoning AA's crucial 
religious-conversion Step, in order to 
keep federal money flowing in. 

But the federal money to the Just Say 
No Foundation was automatically | 
reduced every fiscal year after 1985 
anyhow, since the initial NIDA/Pacific 
Institute windfall had been clearly 
marked as “start-up” cash. By 1987, 
when the Foundation was assailing the 
government with frantic sob stories of 
its extreme impoverishment (along with

Pledge Drive of 1986. (In P&G's flack 
literature, the adjective “harmful” 
always precedes the noun “drugs”, 
obviously so as to distinguish pot, 
crack, junk, etc., from the innumerable 
helpful drugs on the national household 
garbage market, like Empirin and 
NoDoz.) P&G's 1988 Back-to-School 
oath-signing binge is to be 
accompanied by “organized school 
rallies and Pledge Drive events in cities 
across the country,” all in a somewhat 
intricate campaign to peer-pressure 
schoolkids into embracing the notion 
that publicly signing loyalty oaths is a 
positive and liberating gesture 


mission, delirious as it was from the 
start, into a venal toothpaste-promotion 
caper by Procter & Gamble was 
inevitable from the first day in 1986 that 
Tom Adams hit up P&G for donations. 
When the canny P&G sales-promotion 
people realized that they could identify 
the company’s household products with 
the President's fantastically popular 
wife, merely by mass-mailing out their 
discount coupons and other 
promotional trash with Nancy's Just Say 
No evangelistic literature, and reach 
soap-consuming households 
everywhere, they bought into the 
Foundation aggressively.

“While we are excited 
at the opportunity to teach kids to stay 
drug free,” P&G promo hack Paula 
Goldman sharply cautioned Adams ina 
memo she sent him on 23 March that 
year, “we remind you that our primary 
objective is to build the business.

Since P&G was 
paying the Foundation a miserable 
$150,000 for the exclusive rights to the 
Just Say No insignia, this is a tacit 
illustration of how much ardor those 


| other corporations could work up for the 


glorious War on Drugs of the 1980s in 
its most passionate heyday. 

Once P&G's publicity mavens got onto 
it, though, they rode the Just Say No 
hobbyhorse plumb ragged. When their 
1987 Back-to-School Pledge Drive piled 
up nearly two million signed children’s 
pledges in the “Nancy Reagan” post 
office box, P&G resolved to physically 
drag the First Lady herself into the 1988 
promotion. Last March they directed the 
Foundation's ivy Cohen to draft a letter 
which Nancy could sign, which would 
circulate to school superintendents.

An eyewitness account of the 
devastation of Hurricane 


Gilbert

Negril, Jamaica, September 13th, 1988. 


When HIGH TIMES Editor-in-Chief Steve 
Hager asked me to lead a tour of Jamaica 
in September, | told him exactly what | 
thought of the idea. 

“That's hurricane season, mon! Let's 
go in December after the harvest comes 
int" 

“Naw,” he explained. “We need some- 
thing for the December issue. Aside from 
the Grateful Dead issue, your face on the 
cover of HIGH TIMES sold better than 
anything else last year, so the publisher 
wants you on the cover again. Our lead 
time is four months, so we gotta go in 
early September.” 

Up until the day we left, | kept a close 
watch on the weather situation. Cable 
News Network was running hourly re- 
ports on tropical depressions in the Carib- 
bean. A storm was building over warm 
waters in the Atlantic. On September 2nd, 
the day before we left, the depression 
abruptly dissipated. Things weren't ready 
to happen—yet. 

It rained briefly on Saturday, Septem- 
ber 3rd, the day we landed in Montego 
Bay. The weather for the following week 
was perfect: sunny skies, gentle winds, 
calm seas. On Friday, |ran into an Ameri- 
can tourist on the beach. 

“There's a hurricane coming,” she told 
me. "Looks like it's going to hit after the 


weekend.” 

Since we were scheduled to fly out 
Tuesday, | prayed for a delay in the storm. 
But the local residents didn't seem too 
worried, so why should | care? No one 
was boarding up windows or anything 
Negril is for partying, not worrying. | just 
forgot about the warning. 

On Monday, September 12th, woke up 
around 10 AM. It was misting outside 
Strange low-lying clouds were pouring 
out of the eastern horizon and heading 
west with ominous speed. | turned on the 
radio just in time to hear the words "Hurri- 
cane Gilbert.” 

The storm was expected to hit the other 
side of the island sometime during the 
day. “Whew” | thought. “Surely, the 
mountains between Kingston and Negril 
would have a calming influence by the 
time Gilbert reached me.” My self-confi- 
dence was greatly shaken, however, 
when I turned on my light switch. In prep- 
aration for the storm, the power for the 
entire island had been shut off. 

After breakfast, the HIGH TIMES con- 
tingent held a brief meeting. Since we 
were split up at two resorts—Summerset 
Village and Xtabi—there was considera 
ble debate over what to do and where to 
go. | insisted we needed to head into town 
to pick up supplies. So we piled into our 
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rent-a-wreck and drove to the Fisher- 
man’s Club. However, as soon as | pulled 
‘out of the driveway at Xtabi, the rain 
started to pour. 

‘As we rounded a curve close to the 
‘ocean, the car was battered by a heavy 
gust of wind. 

“Turn back, turn back,” said Steve. 
“The hurricane's comin’. 

“No problem, chief,” | replied. “This is 
Rambo time. Charge!” 

‘Andre Grossmann began beating my 
shoulder with a stick while jumping up 
and down in the back seat. Steve 
grabbed the stick and threw it out the win- 
dow. After the wind hit 50 miles per 
hour—and a few banana trees alongside 
the road blew over—everyone began 
yelling and screaming 

We pulled into Fisherman's to discover 
the place being boarded up. Fortunately, 
they were still open. We stocked up on 
food, candles, and cold drinks. News re- 
ports over the radio urged everyone to 
take shelter immediately, as the storm 
was expected to hit Kingston at any 
moment 

“Our rooms at Xtabi are right on the 
ocean,” said Steve. “I don't want to get hit 
by the tidal wave. Let's go to the thatch 
house at Summerset!” 

“Stop the car!” yelled Andre. “I'm not 
going to Summerset unless my cameras 
come with me!" 

“Forget the cameras, this is a 
hurricane!” 

“Halt! | will not desert my equipment!” 

I drove to Xtabi, parked and waited 20 
minutes for Andre and Steve to collect 
200 pounds of camera gear and load it in 
the car.

The United States has been floundering 
in the foreign policy sea for the last 25 
years. This column is far too short to al- 
low the listing of very many of this coun- 
try's foreign policy faux pas and 
disasters, but a short list would have to 
include the Vietnamese War, support of 
the Shah of Iran, the sending of troops to 
Lebanon, the Pinochet coup in Chile, 
support of the fascist colonels in 
Greece, and backing Marcos in the 
Philippines. 

A few common threads run through all 
of these blunders: 

Decisions were based on erroneous 
information. 

A small right-wing clique entrenched 
in the State Department and the Penta- 
gon was responsible for calling the 
shots. 

In each case, the policy makers sup- 
ported dictators, rather than the popular 
sentiment of the people. 

Each incident left the US sitting in the 
slime. 

US foreign policy is made with little 
consideration towards the wishes of ei- 
ther American citizens or citizens of the 
lands that it plans to mess with. Instead, 
special interest groups control the gov- 
ernment's actions. These groups, usu- 
ally corporations which do business with 
the affected countries, are not inter- 
ested in the big picture, just their own 
narrow self-interest. 


The two most overt examples of this 
were the coups directed by the US 
against the democratically-elected gov- 
ernments of Chile and Greece. 

Chile had a long history of democratic 
process, which is unusual in Latin Amer- 
ica. In 1970 a left-leaning reformer, 
Salvador Allende, was elected. Within 
months, the US started undermining his 
government. It began by interfering with 
the nation’s economy, and secretly chan- 
neling funds to groups opposed to Al- 
lende. Finally, it explicitly supported the 
actions of a small fascist military clique 
which eventually led a bloody coup 
against the government. A Chilean Army 
General, Augusto Pinochet, soon took 
control, and the country has been under 
his thumb ever since. 

The democratically-elected Allende 
was attacked by the US because he 
planned to nationalize some industries 
controlled by American corporations. 
One of them, International Telephone 
and Telegraph (ITT) had links with the 
CIA, and helped them to funnel US gov- 
ernment funds to the violent opposition. 

Since Pinochet took over, Chile has 
suffered greatly. The first thing the US- 
backed regime did was round up every- 
one suspected of being a “‘subversive’— 
a catch-all classification that included 
political activists, community organiz~ 
ers, labor and student leaders, and so- 
cial workers. For months they were kept 
ina large stadium and systematically in- 


terrogated, tortured, and sometimes 
killed. Many others were “disappeared”. 
As a result, the country suffered a mass 
exodus of intellectuals and profession 
als, who were either afraid of or opposed 
to the new regime. The Chilean economy 
went into such a steep decline that it has. 
only recently reached pre-Pinochet lev- 
els of production. The standard of living 
still has not recovered. 

Spawned by the US, General Pinochet 
is one of the world’s worst criminals—in 
the same league with Pol Pot of Cambo- 
dia and Idi Amin of Uganda. He is directly 
responsible for the death and torture of 
thousands, and the wrecking of the 
country's entire infrastructure. He is a 
perfect example of how US policy 
messes up due to its control by special, 
anti-democratic business interests. 

Eventually Pinochet will be gone*, and 
what happened in Greece will probably 
happen in Chile. In 1967 the US sup- 
ported the overthrow of a democrati- 
cally-elected government whose 
policies the US disliked. By 1974 the 
government of the colonels had col- 
lapsed and its leaders were put in jail. 
Still, the Greeks have had a hard time 
forgetting the horrors they endured be- 
cause of the US. 

Today, the United States faces hostility 
from a number of nations that it has dom- 
inated in the past for its own special i 
terests. Iran is considered a “kook’ 
nation, governed by a zealot. But it is a 
strategically located country, bordering 
the Soviet Union with a population of 
over 40,000,000. For years, the Shah, 
an associate of the CIA, (which had over- 
thrown his democratically-elected pred- 
ecessor, Premier Mohammed 
Mossadegh) drained the country finan- 
cially and disregarded any pretense of 
citizen participation in government. As a 
result, the US is regarded as the “devil 
incarnate” by the fundamentalist 
population. 

For fifty years, Nicaragua suffered un- 
der rule by generations of the Somoza 
family. Somoza was so venal that he 
owned blood donor banks in Nicaragua 
for export to the US—he was literally 
selling his people's blood! Now the US 
acts as if the Sandinista government is 
composed of crazed Commie fanatics. 
Yet it is the closest thing to a freely- 
elected government the Nicaraguans 
have had in decades. Without a doubt, 
the Nicaraguan people will consider the 
US an enemy for many years. 

The United States must reverse its dis- 
astrous foreign policy. Instead of devel- 
oping close relationships with 
unpopular, dictatorial regimes, it should 
encourage democracies. Southwest 
Asia would be a good place to start. 

India and Pakistan are “rival” coun-

tries, both of which gained indepen- 
dence from Great Britain in 1948. Since 
that time, India has had a succession of 
democratically-elected governments 
while Pakistan has been ruled by one 
dictator after another. The last one, 
General Zia, a megalomaniac, was re- 
cently killed with the American ambas- 
sador in a mysterious airplane 
explosion. Zia had overthrown and exe- 
cuted the previous dictator, Bhutto, who 
had been elected as a result of rigged 
elections. No matter—the US has been 
friendly with all Pakistani dictators. 
These men were willing to go along with 
US foreign policy programs in return for 
massive aid, much of which was diverted 
to their personal use. Democratic India, 
which has preferred to go its own “non- 
aligned” way, has been viewed with sus- 
picion and hostility by most 
US administrations. 

By tilting towards dictatorships the US 
may gain a few concessions in the short 
run, but ultimately, allying with unpopu- 
lar despots causes far greater problems. 
When the dictator is replaced or over- 
thrown the people's rage is invariably di- 
rected at the US. 

The US also has an unreliable intelli- 
gence network. Intelligence services 
such as the CIA and National Security 
‘Agency (NSA) are responsible for both 
gathering information and taking action, 
which is like being both jury and prose- 
cutor. It is hard to stay unbiased when 
you are actively involved in a situation. 
lran Is a perfect example: the CIA had 
such a close working relationship with 
SAVAK (the Iranian secret police), that 
US agents were the last to know that the 
Shah was about to fall. CIA agents were 
reporting on a crisis in which they were 
players. Their reports put everything, es- 
pecially their own efforts, in the best 
light possible rather than portraying the 
reality of the situation. Since CIA agents 
tend to be very right-wing, even their 
“objective” intelligence has an ideologi- 
cal slant that makes it unreliable. 

Government relations are like rela- 
tions between individuals in many ways. 
A person who has a lot of enemies has 
problems. It is harder to do business, so 
the person is hurt economically. Should 
the person require help in an emergency, 
itis not necessarily there, and worst, en- 
mies may all gang up when the person 
is weak. The more enemies the US 
makes, the harder it will be for it to get 
along in a competitive economic 
environment. 

The world order is changing. During 
the heyday of the American empire, the 
US could bully its way around, but it no 
longer has the power to make all the 
tules. Instead, its relations with other 
countries must be based on mutual re- 
spect. Making deals with dictators is a 
poor substitute for developing relation- 
ships with governments that represent 
the genuine aspirations of their people.@ 


ZERO TOLERANCE 


BOMBS OUT 


IN EVIL EMPIRE

The latest subversive street joke in Mos- 
cow involves a bluecollar Muzhik factory 
worker who gets so fed up after hours of 
standing in line before a state liquor store 
ina blizzard that he stalks off, swearing to 
assassinate Comrade Mikhail Gorba- 
chev. A few hours later he appears again, 
disgusted and dejected, and falls back in 
the end of the liquor line. The line to mur- 
der Comrade Misha, he says, is even 
longer than the liquor line. 

Street talk about assassinating Soviet 
strongmen is not taken lightly in the Evil 
Empire. As a result of disgusted popular 
stories like this, and some bleak talk from 
Soviet economists, the Politburo is mov- 
ing rather swiftly now to relax all the fero- 
cious legal disincentives that were placed 
‘on alcohol consumption in 1985, when 
the messianically teetotalling Gorbachev 
took over the Central Committee. Tav- 
emns that were closed down then are reo- 
pening now, giving overjoyed Muscovites 
someplace to go in the dreary Arctic eve- 
nings. Suddenly grocery stores are al- 
lowed to sell wine and champagne and 
beer again, and so the health of Comrade 
Misha is being toasted with enthusiastic 
Russian sentimentality in households ev- 
erywhere. Itis even confidently expected 
that sugar stores, which have been atro- 
ciously sparse over the last three years of 
colossal moonshining, will stock up to 
overflowing in a couple months, when the 
Cuban harvest comes in. 

For three years now, all the official or- 
gans of state propaganda in the Soviet 
Union have been engaging in a tremen- 
dous campaign against intoxication, fol- | 
lowing Gorbachev's ultra-righteous “zero 
tolerance” line (he actually coined the 
term in 1985, long before it was taken up 
by American antidrug crusaders). The 
propaganda against drug consumption 
has been particularly fierce and hilarious. | 
In 1986, a Party-sponsored hack for 
Komsomolskaya Pravda, the so-called 
youth paper, spoke in hushed tones of in- 
specting a poppy field near Kiev and find- | 
ing it littered with used syringes—as if 
drug addicts were somehow going out to | 
Poppytields all over Russia, collecting the | 
opium from the buds, extracting mor- 
phine out of it and acetylating it into her- 
oin, fixing it up, and leaving their works 
behind to infect blue-eyed Soviet children | 
with AIDS. 

The anti-alcohol campaign, though, 
has been less than amusing to even the | 
most long-suffering Russians. The ex- | 
travagant state-determined price of legal 
liquor is bad enough—ten rubles (over | 
$16 US) for a meager half-liter of legal 
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vodka. But the Politburo-imposed scar- 
city of liquor stores makes necessary 
waits of up to four to six hours, in the hid- 
eous Russian weather, and of course the 
people waiting in these lines are continu- 
ously jeered and heckled by seltrighteous 
Political toadies doing their part for Com- 
rade Misha's grand anti-intoxication 
drive. Before this current reversal of the 
zero-tolerance propaganda, all the pa- 
pers were full of jubilation about the con- 
spicuous drop in public-intoxication 
arrests, alcohol-related illnesses, work- 
place absenteeism, and so on—figures 
that were undoubtedly cooked up by the 
reporters for Gorbachev's appreciation. 

Now that the wind out of the Politburo 
has shifted sharply back toward tolera- 
tion, Moscow News is openly explaining 
how the anti-intoxication drive only suc- 
ceeded in creating a tremendous windfall 
of profits for bathtub distillers of samogan 
moonshine liquor, to which all the millions 
of serious Russian boozers were com- 
pelled to resort. This had the effect of cre- 
ating a historic sugar shortage, as 
moonshiners bought up everything from 
refined cane sugar to candy bars and 
bon-bons for their sarnogan. Itis also be- 
ing revealed now that the figures for 
health problems related to soivent-snif- 
fing and shoepolish-drinking have sky- 
rocketed since 1985. 

Party-sponsored poet Yevgeny Yev- 
tushenko is publicly credited with 
spearheading the drive against zero-tol- 
erance, after his public comment last fall: 
“The first harsh anti-alcoholism mea- 
sures came as positive shock therapy. 
But you can't have daily shock therapy. 
The society’s nervous system will 
collapse.” 

In all truth, though, Yevtushenko’s po- 
etic comment was preceded in time by a 
thoroughly exasperated memorandum to 
Comrade Misha from his favorite state 
economist, Nikolai Shmeley, pointing out 
that the government was losing over 20 
billion rubles every year in alcohol reve- 
nues. All that money, it could be confi- 
dently diagnosed, was going into the 
hands of professional criminals, who 
could be expected before long to have 
bribed and corrupted so many govern- 
ment officials that eventually Gorba- 
chev's administration would be even 
more thoroughly corrupted than Leonid 
Brezhnev's ever was 

The disestablishment of the zero-toler- 
ance policy comes none too soon for 
Comrade Misha. People were beginning 
to mutter “Perestroika: no vodka and no

principals, and teachers everywhere, 
exhorting them to commit themselves 
publicly to promoting the Foundation’s 
1988 Pledge Drive, by sending signed 
letters to “Nancy's” own P.0.8., care of 
the Foundation, response deadline mid- 
April (or else). In July, P&G vice 
president Wallace Abbot was writing 
directly to Mrs. Reagan's very chief of 
staff, Jack Courtemanche, proposing a 
half-day reception at the White House, 
including lunch, for the all-new Board of 
Directors of the Just Say No Foundation:

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THE GREAT DRUG WAR 


In January, 1982, the parents of Fred 
Collins committed his brother, George, 
to the Straight, Inc. drug rehabilitation 
center in St. Petersburg, Florida. They 
lured him to Florida from their middle- 
class home in Alexandria, Virginia, 
under the pretense of visiting Disney 
World during Christmas vacation. 
George was duped into entering the 
building because his parents told him it 


was a real estate office. 


In June of the same year, Fred Col- 
lins’ parents took him to St. Petersburg

successfully attending college and had 
no history of serious drug use, undergo a 
“sibling interview” before being allow- 
ed to see his brother. It was an interview 
which would change his life forever. 

In this excerpt from The Great Drug 
War, Arnold S. Trebach tells Fred Col- 
lins’ frightening yet true story; one of 
deception, mistrust, and the fanatical 
methods used by Straight, Inc. to help 


young people overcome their drug 


problem—whether they have one or not. 
Fred’s story begins as he meets the 


on a family trip to visit George. Straight young man conducting the sibling 
Inc.’s policy dictated that Fred, who was_ interview... 


‘The young man's name was Jack 
Jeffrey Waldron. On this day, Jeff was 18 
years old, a year younger than Fred, and 
had not yet graduated from high school; 
his entire training in the profession of 
drug-abuse treatment consisted of five 
and one-half months as an inmate and 
staff trainee in this Straight facility. He 
represented the epitome of the 
nonprofessional peer counselors so 
touted by the White House and by many 
leading national drug-abuse experts. Mr. 
Waldron bore the main responsibility for 
determining whether or not Fred would 
be locked up in this institution. Fred had 
not the vaguest idea that he was being so 
evaluated. He was asked a series of 
questions about family problems and his 
drug use, which he answered quite 
honestly. There seemed to be no reason 
notto. 

“I told Jeff that I never believed that 
drugs were a major factor in my life. 1 
told him that I had tried pot, hash, 
alcohol, caffeine pills, and, once, 
laughing gas. When I asked how I should 
answer the question ‘How long have you 
been doing drugs” he said say five years, 
since I had first tried pot back then. I was 
apprehensive because that was very 
misleading, but I wrote down what he 
said. Also, when I said ‘caffeine pills’ he 
wrote down ‘speed’ and said it was the 
same thing. [To most people in the drug- 
abuse field “speed” refers to 
amphetamines, sometimes the source of 
serious abuse. “Caffeine pills” normally 
evoke thoughts of relatively mild 
nonprescription compounds such as No- 
Doz.] Then, Jeff started to ask me a lot of 
things about my sex life, including if I 
had premarital sex in college. I said | 
had. Jeff retorted, ‘How does it feel 
masturbating inside a woman?’ At this 
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point, I was starting to get angry and told 
him, ‘My sex life is none of your damn 
business. 

“About then, three more young men, 
all rather large, came into the room and 
sat so that they blocked the door. 
Suddenly, I was scared shitless. I was 
sweating like crazy. I asked to see my dad 
but they said we had more forms to fill 
out. As I was doing them, they started to 
‘relate’ to me, telling me about their bad 
drug and sex habits. They started to 
accuse me of being like them, that is, of 
having a terrible drug habit and perverse 
sexual habits. This went on for hours; I 
had lunch and dinner brought to me ona 
paper plate inside that small room under 
guard.” Eventually Fred blurted out 
angrily, “You guys are crazy as shit. I 
don't have any drug or sex problems and 
Thave a good relation with my family and 
if you get my father in here he'll 
straighten it out. I want to see my 
parents. Let me out. If [have a drug 
problem then everyone at college must 
have a drug problem. I drink far less and 
Ismoke far less than anyone there. I have 
good grades 

One of the young men replied, “You 
can't see your parents yet.” It became 
clear to Fred that he was being kept in 
that room and if he attempted to leave, 
he would be forcibly detained. The young 
men have since testified that such 
physical restraint was standard Straight 
policy in sibling interviews and that their 
mission that day was indeed to prevent 
Fred from leaving that small room. The 
illegal imprisonment of Fred Collins had 
begun. 

Jeff brought his notes to Christopher 
Yarnold, who was on the executive staff. 
Inthe notes, Jeff had written, “I don't feel 
good about this guy. I don't believe him.” 


Even though Mr. Yarnold had not yet even 
seen Fred, both went to Fred's parents in 
the lobby and told them, “Fred needs the 
program.” His father disagreed with 
them, declaring that Fred had a good 
family relationship, and was doing well 
in school. Mr. Yarnold said he was going 
to talk to Fred directly. He spent 15 
minutes in the room with Fred and went 
back and told his parents, “I have found 
physical evidence of Fred doing drugs 
within the last 48 hours.” Mr. Yarnold is 
a former priest with no professional 
education, save for a one-day session on 
alcoholism and on-the-job training in 
Straight. Even though he had been with 
his son during most of the past 48 hours, 
the senior Collins did not ask what that 
evidence was. Instead, he told the 
stranger “Take him in? 

Before that fateful decision, the 
parents had been reminded of 
fundamental Straight policy: If a sibling 
is using drugs, he or she must come into 
the program, or be emotionally and 
financially disowned; if not, the original 
child will be thrown out of the program. 
The doctrine was that when that child 
left the program he or she “would go 
down ten times far.” Often, it was 
stated that the discharged druggie child 
would surely die. At this point, Fred’s 
parents believed that they had the choice 
of putting Fred in or taking George out 
and killing him. They chose the former. 

After seven to ten hours of being 
confined in that small room, of 
continually being told he was a drug 
addict, of having his denials met by the 
classic drug-abuse expert diagnosis that 
this was proof that he was “into denial,” 
of being refused permission to go to the 
bathroom even once, Fred was near the 
end of his resistance. At this point, Chris 
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Yarnold came back into the room and 
said, “Fred, I just talked with your father 
and he said that he's not going to give 
you any more money for school unless. 
you sign yourself into the program.” It is 
not at all clear if the senior Collins 
actually made that statement, but the 
news of it seemed to have been the final 
blow. Fred also wanted very much to see 
his brother after all those months, and he 
was also influenced by the fact that he 
was on vacation and hence would not 
miss school. He signed himself in on the 
explicit assurance that after 14 days he 
would be free to leave. He felt he could 


Most of the treatment program in each 
community took place in a central 
facility where the young people were 
brought every day from their scattered 
so-called foster homes, which meant the 
residences of Straight parents. 

Straight, Inc., which by this time had 
facilities in several eastern cities, 
combined elements of a number of 
established drug-abuse treatment 
programs, especially Alcoholics 
Anonymous and the more rigorous 
residential therapeutic communities, 
such as Synanon. Once troubled people 
enter AA or a normal residential

take almost anything for 14 days. 

He was warned not to say anything to 
his parents, only to hug them and to tell 
them that he loved them. He was taken to 
them—literally taken, since from then on 
he was considered a “druggie”, not to be 
trusted, and an “oldcomer” (an 
experienced inmate) had to hold him at 
all times, usually by the belt. Fred 
followed these directions. Mrs. Collins 
cried and Mr. Collins told his son, “I'm 
proud you signed yourself in.” 


Fred was taken into a room and made to 
take off all of his clothes, whereupon the 
Straight staff and “phasers” (yet another 
term for experienced inmates who were 
proceeding through the seven phases of 
the program) searched his clothes and 
his body, including all cavities, his anus, 
his mouth, and his ears. 

After this, he was taken into a room 
the size of a basketball court, in which 
were seated hundreds of other residents 
who were involved in a standard 
treatment session. Fred was introduced 
to the group as a newcomer who did not 
want to be there, but who had agreed to 
try the program for 14 days to deal with 
his drug problem. Then, Fred vividly 
recalls, the entire group turned toward 
him and said in unison, “We love you, 
Fred!” He sagged, put his head in his 
hands, and asked himself in despair, 
“What have I gotten myself into?” 

The young man had gotten himself into 
aprogram that had been started in the 
°70s by Florida parents worried about the 
drug-taking habits of their children over 
whom they felt they had lost control. 
Straight parents made sincere and 
significant commitments to their new 
cause, including allowing their homes to 
be used as residences where the druggie 
youth lived while undergoing treatment. 


therapeutic community program, 
however, they are free to leave at any 
time. This was not the case with Straight, 
as Fred had already discovered. And 
there were other vital differences. 

Within a few days of arrival, Fred was 
taken to a pleasant waterfront residence, 
a foster home run by Straight parents, 
and placed in the care of John, an 
oldcomer who lived there. The oldcomer 
proceeded to educate his newcomer in 
the realities of Straight and Toughlove. 
“John looked like the Hollywood 
example of a Nazi Aryan type. Built like a 
lifeguard. He scared me more than 
anyone else in Straight. He would tell me 
things like, “If you try to leave, I'm gonna 
make your teeth eat the concrete’ He 
would poke his finger into my chest, 
grind his teeth, and yell at me, and tell 
me the things he would like to do to me if. 
tried to escape ... And every night, 
before I would go to bed John... would 
say, ‘Love ya, Fred!’ ... That was what they 
called Toughlove. It was brutality.” 

The homes were prisons. Under the 
direction of Straight staff and phasers, 
parents placed locks on windows and 
doors, installed alarm systems, and 
placed beds in such a way as to bar exit 
Oldcomers slept on these beds so as to 
prevent newcomers from leaving their 
bedrooms, which were usually shared. 
Before going to bed, newcomers had to 
be watched even when they went to the 
bathroom, whether to use the toilet or to 
wash. If the oldcomer took a shower, he 
made his newcomers put their hands 
over the curtain rod and keep talking to 
him. If anewcomer felt the need to leave 
the bedroom and go to the bathroom 
during the night, he was discouraged. 
Often Fred was forced to urinate in ajar 
kept in the bedroom. 

‘The major activity of each evening in 
the Straight home was writing Moral 
Inventories, a sometimes wholesome 
concept borrowed from AA but invoked 
with quite a different impact. The 
oldcomers trained the newcomers on 


how to write proper Moral Inventories, 
or MIs. It was important to confess guilt 
in the form of drug and alcohol use, or 
not being respectful to parents, and then 
for the resident to explain how he was 
going to improve. It helped if the 
newcomer made his guilt appear to be 
great, which meant his remedial 
measures then became more impressive. 
At first Fred tried to write truthful MIs 
and every day his oldcomer at the time, 
John, would confront him with, “This is 
bullshit, Fred!” Soon Fred learned to 
write a proper MI, especially since his 
meager food rations were often cut in 
half if he did not. 

For at least 12 hours on weekdays, and 
often half that time on weekend days, the 
residents went through a series of group 
sessions, or raps, at the facility in St. 
Petersburg. In these raps, the males 
would be on one side of the large room 
and the females on the other. Even eye 
contact was forbidden between the 
sexes, although on many occasions, the 
group sessions were held jointly with 
both sexes present. If'a female walked by 
the male group, it was expected that the 
males would cast their eyes downward. 

‘A major feature of each rap was 
“motivating”. The residents flailed their 
arms wildly about, moving their bodies 
frantically in their chairs in order to get 
recognized by the group leader. The 
chosen person would stand and make 
confessions and “renouncements”, often 
crying as he or she did so. These public 
confessions were usually about their 
“druggie pasts”. It was common for 
residents to exaggerate their drug 
involvement so as to demonstrate the 
great progress they were making, as in 
the case of the Moral Inventories. At 
least half of the children and youth there, 
as far as Fred could tell, had been tricked 
into the program during sibling 
interviews. Almost all of this group 
simply did not have a drug problem so 
that public exaggeration was necessary. 

In “homes” or homes rap, residents 
were informed if they had earned the 
right to a visit to their own homes. 
dents were coached to shout 
‘oming home!" and to rush into the 
arms of their parents, if they happened to 
be present, when granted this privilege. 
Despite all of the pressure and 
harassment, Fred made it to his 
fourteenth day in reasonably good 
spirits. He was right: He could take 
almost anything for two weeks. Fred 
stood up in homes rap that day and said 
that he wanted to go home, as he had 
been promised. The group turned on him 
harshly and informed him that no one 
left after 14 days; 70 was the usual 
minimum. He was also told that he did 
not really want to “get straight”, to really 
get rid of his “drug problem”. From then 
on, Fred was depressed. He saw no way 
of breaking out of the main facility or out 
of the foster home. 

Much of his fear came from what he 
had been told and what he saw with his 
‘own eyes in regard to the punishment 
inflicted upon residents who fought the 


system. When residents defied the 
program while in the facility, a variety of 
physical punishments were imposed. It 
was common to have other phasers (of 
the same sex) simply sit on the offenders 
for minutes or hours until they were 
totally subdued and compliant. Fred was 
deeply affected, for example, by what 
happened to Keith, a young man who 
was openly defiant. Often Keith would 
walk toward one of the doors, all of 
which were constantly guarded, telling 
the Straight staff and upper-level phasers 
blocking his way to “fuck off” One time 
staff and phasers forced Keith into a 
bathroom, where Fred happened to be at 
the time, and proceeded to sit on him. 
Fred heard a loud crack and Keith yelled, 
“You've broken my ribs!” A staff member 
shouted, “Get back on his chest!” Some 
of the phasers did so. Later, it turned out 
that young Keith had suffered seven 
broken ribs and could not move his arm. 

In some cases, acts of humiliation 
before the group were punctuated by a 
standard tactic of a finger poked in the 
chest, a push back off his feet and into 
the group, or even a punch. Fred suffered 
most, however, from what might be 
termed the ordinary activities of the 
program. “I was starving” Fred now 
Claims. Whether or not this was literally 
true, he claims that he was always 
hungry and he was never fed enough. He 
had the huge appetite of a growing young 
man. Fred entered Straight a gangling 6 
feet, 2 inches, 155 pounds. Within several 
months he had lost 20-25 pounds and 
looked like a concentration-camp 
survivor. He dreamed of food. 

First phasers had severe limits on the 
times when they could avail themselves 
of restrooms while a rap was in progress. 
Ona few occasions, a “bust-ass" rap 
would run into the early morning hours, 
after an already long day. It was common 
to see young men and women, by the 
hundreds, sitting for hours of 
“treatment” in a large room, motivating 
by flailing their arms so they could stand 
up and confess, while many of them were 
sitting in small pools of their own sweat 
and urine. The rooms were often hot and 
stuffy both from the heat of the climate 
and from the body heat of the large 
number of emotional persons present. 
Inmates sometimes vomited, 
hyperventilated, and fainted. Rarely did 
residents see the sun or have exercise in 
the open air. Many, including Fred, took 
ona sickly skin pallor. In these 
unsanitary and stressful conditions, 
some of the girls reported vaginal 
infections and missed or delayed 
periods. 

Despite his deteriorating physical and 
mental condition—or perhaps largely 
because of it—at one point Fred Collins 
started to believe he really did have a 
drug problem and that the Straight 
program was needed to save the country. 
One evening in mid-October, he was 
reading a novel which dealt in part with 
mind control and it suddenly dawned on 
him that he had probably been 
brainwashed. At various times during the 


previous several months, Fred had been 
so depressed as to be suicidal and 
wondered how he could kill himself, 
Depression is sometimes described as 
anger turned inward. Upon achieving the 
brainwashing insight, his anger turned 
outward. He would become a good con 
and work the system to the limit, 
appearing to be a committed 

Straightling. But in actuality he started to 
think about how to escape. 

In October 1982, Fred was transported 
to the airport under heavy guard and in 
extreme heat in the back of what 
appeared to be a U-Haul trailer. The 
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believed that his father and the Straight 
staff would report the matter in such a 
way that the police might be persuaded 
to recapture him. He left the police 
station and went underground with the 
help of his fraternity brothers in Theta 
Delta Chi, who took him in and showed 
him the first true love and care he had 
experienced in many months. 

During this period of fearful hiding, he 
stayed for a while with David, a young 
man who recently had been the 
president of his fraternity, at his home in 
northern Virginia. To reassure Fred, 
David allowed him to keep a 30.06 rifle, a

private chartered plane took him and 
over 100 other Straight youths to Dulles 
Airport. Again under continuous guard, 
he went to the new Straight facility in 
Springfield, Virginia, not far from his 
home. As in the past, down in Florida, 
this was the home of Straight parents; 
that is, adults who had a child in Straight 
and who had become fully committed to 
the Straight theology. In this case, Fred 
Collin's new place of confinement 
became his own luxurious home in 
Mount Vernon, Virginia. 

He had been away from this beloved 
place since Easter vacation the previous 
April. When he returned after that 
absence, he found that his parents had 
converted that home into a prison; locks 
had been placed on all exterior doors 
and on many of those inside the house. 
‘The same was true of the windows. On 
the door of his own bedroom, his father 
had installed an electronic alarm system. 
‘The doorknob had been turned around 
so that the key could only be used from 
the outside. Most of his old belongings 
and mementos had been taken out and 
placed in the hall. A Straight staff 
member supervised the security of this 
locked institution, which contained three 
inmates including Fred. 


‘On the third night at home, October 31, 
1982, Fred pulled off his escape after 135 
days as a prisoner. He threw a table 
through a window and jumped out to the 
waiting car of a friend, Lorna, whose 
father is a retired FBI agent, whose 
brother-in-law is a police officer, and 
whose brother is a correctional officer. 
Lorna had come to his rescue after he 
had made a frantic telephone call to her 
in a moment when he briefly got out of 
the hearing of his guards. They went to 
her brother, who took them to the 
Groveton Police Station in Alexandria, 
where Fred reported his escape. Fred 


very powerful weapon, in his possession. 
One day, aman in a white coat came into 
the house and told Fred that he was 
there to pick up some furniture. Fred 
leveled the rifle at his chest and said, 
“You're from Straight, aren't you?” The 
terrified stranger asked, “What the hell 
are you doing?” David happened to come 
into the room from a side door, saw the 
scene, and tackled Fred, screaming, “He's 
here for the furniture, Fred!” Later, Fred 
said, “I was going to blow him away 
That's how nuts I was... look back and 
honestly think I was insane.” 

Fred realized that he had to take some 
more rational action to deal with his 
disabling fear of being forcibly 
kidnapped back into Straight and also 
with the real possibility of that event. He 
finally decided to seek legal advice. One 
of his fraternity friends took him to his 
sister, who was a young attorney in 
Baltimore. When she heard Fred’s story, 
she became furious that such practic 
could take place in this country. She als 
realized that she could not do the case 
justice. She told Fred that in her opinion 
the only lawyer for this case was Phil 
Hirschkop. The young lawyer called Mr. 
Hirschkop's office and made an 
appointment for Fred. 

The first meeting between Philip 
Hirschkop and Fred Collins was 
significant for them and for the country. 
Fred related his situation to Mr. 
Hirschkop and to his younger associate, 
David Fudala. Both attorneys had listened 
to far-fetched tales before from potential 
clients. This one seemed beyond the pale 
of possibility in America. 

Phil Hirschkop called the Straight 
office in Virginia and the senior Collins, 
telling both that Fred was now 
represented by counsel, that he was to be 
left alone, and that if attempts were 
made to recapture him, Phil would 
immediately see to it that kidnapping 
warrants were sworn out against them. 
Both Mr. Hirschkop and Mr. Fudala 
thought that would be the end of their 
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involvement. They had not contemplated 
that the case would demand so much 
more effort from them. 

Their temporary involvement 
stretched into several years. Within a few 
days, they had to respond to a criminal 
complaint and a warrant for destruction 
of property sworn out by the senior 
Collins against his own son. Fred had 
caused some damage to the house when 
he made his escape and, on the advice of 
Virginia Straight program director 
Melvin Riddile, Mr. Collins brought 
criminal charges and thus gave Fred the 
only criminal record he ever had. Phil 
defended Fred in that matter, which 


Honorable Albert V. Bryan, J, was a 
conservative, no-nonsense jurist who 
seemed to take special pleasure in 
controlling hard-fighting advocates such 
as Phil Hirschkop. Lead counsel for the 
defense was Ronald L. Goldfarb. Over 
the years, Mr. Goldfarb had earned a 
solid reputation as a civil libertarian and 
an advocate of humane treatment of 
prisoners. In defending Straight, it is 
quite possible that Mr. Goldfarb was. 
simply carrying out the canons of legal 
ethics which declare that all clients are 
entitled to competent counsel. 

‘The trial dealt with two key questions. 
First, did Straight hold Fred in custody

improperly and imprison him falsely? 
That was the legal issue the jury had to 
decide. 


involved a settlement: Fred paid his 
father $75 for the damages incurred 
during his escape, and his father agreed 
to drop the criminal charges and to allow 
his son the right to come to the house 
and take most of his belongings. 

Within the space of a few months, 
therefore, Fred Collins had become a war 
orphan. The American war on drugs had 
created a situation in which this 
successful college student and citizen 
could not live in his own house, could 
not visit his father, mother, or his brother, 
and could expect no financial support to 
continue his college education. As the 
new youth-control dogmas of Toughlove 
and Straight mandated, the young man 
had been cut off from his family, 
emotionally and financially. He was in 
intense emotional pain. Hanging over 
him, moreover, was the real threat that he 
might be kidnapped back into the 
Straight prison. 

Phil wanted to sue the elder Collins, 
but Fred insisted that, despite 
everything, he still loved his father and 
under no circumstances would he 
participate in a suit against him. Within 
several months Mr. Hirschkop filed a 
civil suit against Straight, Inc., claiming 
that it had visited upon Fred Collins the 
civil wrongs of false imprisonment, 
intentional infliction of emotional 
distress, and assault and battery. 
Because this case involved what is 
known as diversity of citizenship—in 
technical legal terms, Fred was a citizen 
of Virginia and Straight was a corporate 
citizen of Florida—it was possible to 
invoke the jurisdiction of a federal court. 


On May 9, 1983, the case of Fred Collins 
v. Straight, Inc. commenced in the 
United States District Court for the 
Eastern District of Virginia. The 
courtroom in downtown Alexandria was 
small, stuffy, and sometimes affected by 
street noise. The presiding judge, the 


improperly and thus imprison him 
falsely? That was the formal legal issue 
which the jury had to decide. If Fred was 
“under a reasonable apprehension that 
force will be used unless he willingly 
submits... it is false imprisonment.” Nor 
was “malice or ill will or wrongful 
intention” neccesary, only that Straight 
did accomplish the wrongful act of 
imprisonment. 

Second, was Fred a drug abuser or an 
addict? That question was not a central 
point in the formal pleadings, technically 
speaking, but in actual fact it dominated 
the trial. It would indeed seem logical to 
say that if this second question were to 
be answered in the affirmative, then the 
charge of false imprisonment would be 
impossible to sustain. That conclusion 
was by no means certain, however, 
because both law and medicine are 
confused about how to define the 
condition known as drug addiction and 
also about the legal rights of people 
classified as addicts. 

Dr. Newton filed an affidavit that put 
forth Christopher Yarnold as his 
designated expert who would explain 
how Straight diagnosed chemical 
dependency. In the actual event, Mr, 
Yarnold’s testimony demonstrated the 
profound ignorance of some of the 
alleged leading experts on drug abuse in 
America. During the course of taking 
sworn pre-trial depositions, lawyers 
Hirschkop and Fudala brought out that 
Yarnold did not know the name of the 
active ingredient in marijuana, did not 
know what laughing gas was, and had 
only the vaguest idea of how drugs 
interacted with human health and 
behavior. On the witness stand during 
the trial, when asked if he knew at the 
time of the intake how the 
hallucinogenic factor in drugs worked, 
he replied, “No. All I knew was drugs 
affected people.” 

Mr. Yarnold also reiterated that it was 
his decision to commit Fred to the 
Straight institution—and then explained 


the physical evidence he had found that 
Fred Collins was a drug abuser. “I'd 
diagnosed that—in my interview with 
Fred, his eyes were red,” Yarnold 

testified. “Mr. Yarnold, are you telling 
these seven good people that you can 
look in someone's eyes and tell if they've 
been smoking marijuana?” asked 
attorney Hirschkop. “You can look in 
someone's eyes and tell that they've been 
smoking marijuana, yes)’ replied Straight 
executive staff member Yarnold. Phil 
Hirschkop then asked Chris Yarnold to 
come down and look in Fred’s eyes right 
then, during the trial, for any indication 
of recent drug use. Mr. Yarnold did so and 
found no indication of dilation or 
redness, thus no hint of recent drug use. 

‘Then Mr. Hirschkop brought out that 
the Straight executive had not noticed 
that Fred was wearing contact lenses 
that day in court, nor had Mr. Yarnold 
noticed it on the day of the sibling 
interview. Mr. Yarnold admitted that he 
knew that contact lenses could make 
eyes look dilated. (‘There was no mention 
of Fred’s swim in the pool the night 
before the sibling interview which might 
also have contributed to red eyes. Fred 
believes that the combination of the 
swim plus the contact lenses might have 
given his eyes a dilated, red appearance 
during the interview, which he would 
have explained if asked at the time.) 

Also important was that Fred had 
admitted to using a number of drugs, 
especially marijuana, even though he had 
not used any in the three months before 
the interview. On the witness stand, after 
intensive cross-examination, Mr. Yarnold 
delivered this conclusive 
pronouncement: “Anybody that is using a 
drug that is mood-altering has a problem. 
Okay. He has a problem. From now until 
eternity, Fred will be chemically 
dependent.” Several jurors later recalled 
that they were deeply and negatively 
impressed by this dogmatic testimony of 
Straight, Inc. executive Christopher 
Yarnold.

However, the clash of values in this 
unique case, and by extension in the 
country, was brought out most 
dramatically in the testimony of the two 
psychiatrists presented as expert 
witnesses by each side. The dominant 
official view of adolescent drug abuse, 
which is strongly supported by the White 
House and many medical and social 
leaders, was represented by Dr. Robert L. 
DuPont, Jr., who was a paid consultant to 
Straight. He is a preeminent spokesman 
for that view—the world’s heavyweight 
champion, in the eyes of many people— 
hence his testimony made this contest a 
trial not only of one narrow case but of a 
whole philosophy, one that controls 
much of American drug treatment today. 
‘On the core issue in this case, Dr. 
DuPont testified that in his expert 
opinion, Fred Collins definitely was “a

Most of the concrete struc 
tures were undamaged, but the shanty 
shacks were flattened. Despite the 
devastation, the locals seemed to take 
the disaster remarkably well. 

“My whole house mash down,” said 
‘one man. “I have nothing but the clothes 
‘on my back, But I'm alive, so I'm happy.” 

The rebuilding process started immedi- 
ately and although there was no fresh wa- 
ter, little food, and no electricity, there 
seemed little doubt that the town would 
be back on its feet in time for the winter 
tourist season. 

Two days later, the road to Montego 
Bay opened and we made a mad dash for 
the airport. When we arrived, the airport 
was abandoned—no one home. 

The next day, however, several thou- 
sand frantic tourists assembled, all trying 
to get out. Supposedly, there was going to 
be one flight to Miami. The mood in the 
airport got pretty hostile. 

A group of young women managed to 
get reservations for the Miami flight, and 
as soon as they were ticketed, they broke 
into a spontaneous cheer. 

“Now we can take a shower! Now we 
can drink a cold beer! Now we can take a 
SHIT!!! Yeah!!!" 

The demonstration helped release a lot 
of frustration, not just for the girls but for 


everyone else. Finally, everyone started 
to laugh and act more friendly. 

The HIGH TIMES hurricane hunters 
spent the next 15 hours in the airport, 
fighting customs, the ticket takers, and 
anyone else in our way to get on that 
plane and return home. We didn’t make it 
on that first plane, but we were lucky 
enough to catch a second flight to Miami 
later that day. 

It wasn't until we landed and read the 
Miami papers that we realized out how 
terrible Hurricane Gilbert had actually 
been. As measured by research aircraft 
from the National Hurricane Center and 
the Air Force, the sea level pressure of 
the eye of Hurricane Gilbert was 26.13 
inches, the lowest ever recorded for a 
hurricane in the Western Hemisphere. 
The only lower pressure measured any- 
where on Earth, 25.69 inches, was re- 
corded on October 12, 1979, in the eye of 
Typhoon Tip as it roared across the Pa- 
cific Ocean near the Philippines. 

After passing over Jamaica, Gilbert's. 
eye contracted to eight miles in diameter, 
and the eye wall speeds surpassed 200 
miles an hour, causing hurricane experts 
to liken it to a giant tornado. On Wednes- 
day, September 14th, Gilbert hit the Yuca- 
tan Peninsula, creating massive 
destruction and killing hundreds of 
people. 

Right now we need to band together 
and aid the hurricane victims in their time.

The underground press, which 
flourished in the '60s, actually had its 
origins in the '50s, when weekly 
newspapers like the Village Voice were 
first published. John Wilcock founded 
the Voice, and was instrumental in the 
development and production of many 
underground newspapers during the 
60s, including the East Village Other, 
Oz, and the LA Free Press. He also 
founded the Underground Press 
Syndicate and helped develop ideas for 
HIGH TIMES at the first editorial 
meeting. In fact, he was a major 
contributor to the first issue of HIGH 
TIMES, which identified him as “the 
elder statesman of the underground 
press.” 

John Wilcock currently produces, 
writes, directs and stars in Wait A 
Minute—the John and Joanna Show, a 
cable-TV show, shot on location from all 
over the globe, available on Viacom in 
San Francisco, American Cable Systems 
in LA, and Manhattan Cable in New 
York. 

This is the latest in a series of 
interviews we're running in preparation 
for a special issue dedicated to the life 
and times of Tom Forcade, the late, great 
founder of HIGH TIMES. 

HIGH TIMES: Can you tell us about the 


Underground Press Syndicate, which you 


founded with Tom Forcade? 

John Wilcock: I'd just quit the Voice and 
decided to edit the East Village Other 
(EVO). Walter Bowart (EVO publisher) 
and I were sitting around the EVO office, 
and we realized that all these papers 
were starting to appear. There was The 
Paper in Lansing, Michigan and The 
Berkeley Barb and the LA Free Press and 
EVO, and The Rag in Austin, Texas. It 
occurred to us that we ought to have a 
syndicate so we could use each other's 
material. The only agreement was we 
could all swap each other's paper—we'd 
make sure everybody got each other's 
paper and we could pick up anything we 
wanted. We were sitting around at the 
typewriter wondering what to call this 
thing. I was brought up in war-time in 
Britain, when the French Resistance 
were the big heros—the French 
Underground, you know? So somehow, 
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this word “underground” came out and 
we decided to call it the Underground 
Press Syndicate (UPS). 

Just after we began it and set it in 
motion, I took off, because I was writing 
travel books at the time, so I was away 
for several months. When I got back, the 
UPS thing was in total chaos. EVO hadn't 
been able to attend to that kind of 
business as well as getting out the paper. 
So Bowart said, “Listen, you'd better take 
this whole thing back and organize it 
yourself.’ So he handed over all the UPS

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files and, almost simultaneously, I got 
this call from Tom. He identified himself 
and said, “I understand you've taken over 


the Underground Press Syndicate again. 
Thave all the files of all the papers down 
here, and I wonder if | could be of some 
help. Maybe we could do it together in 
some way, you know?” And I said, “Sure. 
Asa matter of fact, it might be a good 
idea to insure that there were no rip-offs 
if we both run it. We'll open a UPS bank 
account, but we'll both counter-sign 
checks. You handle all the details down 
there and I'll collect stuff up here and 
write a newsletter report, send you the 
stuff every month, and you'll print it and 
send it out” 

‘That was the initial impetus for the 
thing. The way we financed it was, at that 
time, things like Time/Life were getting 
interested in the underground papers. So 
we figured we'd sell them a subscription 
to all the papers. All they did was pay 
once and they got all the underground 
papers. Each underground paper fulfilled 
the subscription and the money went to 
UP: 

It went on for quite awhile with Tom 
and I doing it. Tom eventually turned up 
in New York and he was so efficent at the 
whole thing that he just took it over. I 
was only too happy for him to run it all. It 
turned out he had this degree in business 
administration, which is kind of funny 
for an underground guy. Well, that was 
the early days of UPS. 


‘Tom and I were very close in the 
beginning, because I was his ally before 
he came to New York. As a matter of fact, 
he told me once where he first saw my 
name... There had been a happening in 
the Village some years before—some 
kind of art happening at which they were 
going to kill some animal. This friend 
and I were waiting for the thing to start, 
and we thought, “This is ridiculous. Why 
are we sitting here waiting for them to 
come in and kill this animal?” I think it 
was a chicken or something. So we just 
left—went over the wall, grabbed the 
chicken and let it loose. 

‘This was reported and Tom was really 
impressed by this. He thought he'd better 
keep his eye on me, I suppose. So we 
were very friendly, because from the very 
beginning we shared a lot of the same 
beliefs. 

HT: What beliefs? 

JW: Tom was basically an anarchist in 
my view—an anarchist in the best sense 
of the word. He had the kind of cynicism 
that most newspaper people have about 
the system. Of course, back then, 
everybody basically shared the same 
fundamental beliefs about the material 
things, like the war and dope and racism 
and all this stuff 

HT: Tell us about your role in starting the 
Village Voice? How old were you? 

JW: I must have been in my early 20s. 1 
always had a big romantic feeling about 
the artists’ and writers’ community, and I 
felt that Greenwich Village was the 
center of the universe. When I came to 
New York, it was 1954. I found it kind of 
quiet and pleasant and ideal and very 
attractive and very glamorous, except 
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that there didn’t seem to be anything. I 
mean, there was no paper. The local 
paper was called the Villager. That's still 
around to some extent. It was even more 
boring than it is now, just tea party type 
coverage of the community. 

Iwalked into Sam Kramer's jewelry 
store on 8th Street, because this guy 
looked so weird with an earring in one 
ear and a beard—and that was still 
something like really weird. And I said, 
“Why is it that they don’t have a paper in 
Greenwich Village for the artists and 
writers?” And he says, “Well, why don’t 
you start one?” Well, I'd been there about 
four days or something. So I put a notice 
up in a bookstore in Sheridan Square. It 
said we were going to get this paper 
together, and everybody was summoned 
to ameeting to discuss it. That's how I 
met Dan Wolf and Ed Fancher (Village 
Woice cofounders). The paper didn’t get 
started then, because nobody had any 
money. So I went to work for Pageant 
magazine. 

A year later, I bumped into them in 
Julius’s bar and they said, “What 
happened to your paper?” I said, “Well, it 
never got anywhere. We didn't have any 
money.” They said “We got this $14,000 
from Ed's Orange County telephone 
stock. So we're going to start the paper” 
So I quit Pageant and went to work for 
them. 

I was a news editor, and said, “I'm 
going to do a column and it's going to be 
called “The Village Square’,” because 
(Norman) Mailer was always talking 
about how hip he was, and the 
differences between hipness and 
squareness. So I thought it would be kind 
of a funny pun to have a column called 
“The Village Square." I didn't even put my 
by-line on it to start with. I figured I was 
on the front page of the first issue of the 
Village Voice with a story about folk 
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singers in Washington Square. 
So we got this paper going, and of 
course, it started losing money from the 
very beginning. They couldn't even pay 
me. I went to work for The New York 
Times for three years, when the Voice 
was going through all these early bad 
phases. At the beginning of the 60s, I 
bumped into Arthur Frommer at a party 
and he was just starting to write travel 
books. I'd been working on the Times 
travel section, and thought “Gee, this 
sounds really exciting!” So I quit, and he 
gave me 1,000 bucks and I went to 
Mexico to write Mevico on $5.4 Day. 
Going to Mexico was really a 
conversion to me, because I discovered 
Henry Miller for the first time. I couldn't 
believe anybody could write like Miller. It 
just seemed to be an incredible kind of 
opening up of everything. Then what 
happened was that Dave Solomon—you 
know who Dave Solomon is, of course... 
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'm afraid not. 
JW: Dave Solomon was the editor in 
1960 of Metronome, which was the music 
magazine that catered to the druggie 
musicians, as opposed to Downbeat, 
which was for the straight musicians. 
Dave Solomon went on to write The 
Marijuana Papers, The LSD Papers, and 
The Cocaine Papers. Anyway, he called 
up and said, “Listen, there are two 
professors at Harvard and they're doing 
this experiment with these pills and if 
you want to come up and take the pills, 
we'll keep an eye on you.” 

Of course, it was psilocybin. I'd never 
heard of psilocybin at the time. Although 
Irefused marijuana in the past...I mean,

Since 1977, I've made yearly trips to 
Jamaica, land of the Rasta man and 
home to nature’s purest and sweetest 
ganja herbs. Last September, HIGH 
TIMES invited me to lead a tour of 
the island. 

Shortly after landing, I instructed 
my fellow travellers to liberate 
themselves from their fast-paced, 
post-modernist lifestyle, a process I 
call “Reggae-i-zation.” “Soon come,” 
a popular Jamaican expression, 
illustrates the slower pace of this 
Third World country. 

Of course, the major thrust of our 
mission was to find ganja fields. 
First, however, we headed for Negril, 
hipster-tourist capital of the island 
and the easiest place to score quality 
herb. (Although many deale: 
approach visitors at the airport, it’s 


S 
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important to avoid them.) 

While truckin’ down Norman 
Manley Boulevard (gateway to 
Negril), we passed the seven-mile 
beach and countless new hotel 
complexes. The blue-green 
Caribbean, crown jewel of the aquatic 
world, glistened in the sunlight. 

First stop: Alfred’s Ocean Beach 
Front, where I conferred with my 
fellow chef, Ayatollah. 

“You're on my coffee table at home, 
mon!” said Ayatollah, in reference to 
my appearance on the cover of the 
November "87 issue of HIGH TIMES. 
“Dread mash it up, mon!” 

Many of my Jamaican mornings 
have been spent sitting at Alfred’s, 
eating the Ayatollah’s french toast 
and omelettes. As usual, I found the 
Ayatollah presiding over an 
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international clientele. Dr. Quality, 
an old friend and experienced 
Jamaican tour guide, joined the safari 
here. While in Jamaica, one is 
constantly approached by locals 
trying to be of assistance. The tourist 
trade is overcrowded and highly 
competitive, so life is a constant 
struggle. People have to “hustle” to 
realize a living. Tourists must 
understand everyone is going to offer 
their services for a price. The goal is 
to find someone you can trust. Dr. 
Quality is one such person. 

The Ra Safari then split into three 
camps, two at Xtabi, two at

Rockhouse, and two at Summerset 
Village. Negril is filled with great 
hotels for every price range.

Tourist centers like Negril 
don’t have anything to compare with 
Jamaican markets like the one at 
Savanna-la-Mar. Few tourists come 
here. The market is rich in fruits.

Scoring primo bud in Jamaica 
isn’t hard. It’s best, however, to. 
deal with an herbsman who has 
provided you with killer bud in 
the past. Here is a rule of thumb 
for rookies: Don’t cop on the 
beach. It is probably sucker- 
come-on herb, Be patient and 
deal with the ganja merchant in 
your area or hotel. Ganja is 
illegal. If you are caught with 
large amounts, you may find 
yourself in the local jail. Be 
disereet. Do not smoke in 
restaurants, hotel lobbies, or on 
the beach. The safest place to 
smoke is your own room. 
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vegetables, and fresh fish, brought in 
daily by Rasta fishermen. I always 
shop here to provide the fans with a 
fresh meal back in Negril (see 
sidebar: Pan-Fried Jack Fish). 

After a day of rest, we made our 
first thrust into the Jamaican hill 


country. Unfortunately, because of the 


current situation in Jamaica, we 
cannot reveal the location of any 
ganja fields. Our trip lasted several 
hours and involved climbing heavily 
rutted dirt roads. Before long, our 
sewing machine engine rent-a-wreck 
was smoking and overheating. Our 
driver, Paul, drove up steep hillsides 
like a man possessed, a fat joint 
hanging out of his mouth. As we 
reached the top of the mountain, we 
spied a pair of donkeys tethered 
alongside the mountain path. A grey- 
haired Rasta man leapt out of the 
weeds and confronted us with a big 
smile. 

“Peace and love,” he said. “What 
may I do for you, mon?” 

“[ am searching green field of Jah 
herb,” I answered. 

“Come wid me down the road,”he 
said. 

We followed the mountain dread 
through a field of sugar cane, down to 
asmall, dirt floor shanty shack. He 
invited us in and fed us on bananas, 
mango, fresh papaya, and sugar 
cane. “I have little, but | am a very

happy man,” said the Rasta. 

We bid him farewell and continued 
on our mission. Huffing and puffing, 
we crawled our way down a steep, 
muddy slope. Suddenly, I spied a few 
plants. The ganja began to appear out 
of nowhere. Soon, we settled in and 
began smoking mass quantities of 
ganja. We discussed farming 
techniques, fertilizing, cloning, and 
cross-hybridization. Unfortunately, 
Jamaican farmers do not believe in 
the use of any fertilizers, chemical or 
organic. Since they are located in the 
tropics, they have only a thin layer of 
red topsoil, most of which has 
become seriously depleted of 
nutrients. Even though they haye an 
abundance of dead organic matter (as 
well as a large number of bat caves), 
they make no compost and 
manufacture no organic fertilizers. 
Consequently, they have the lowest 
productivity of any farmers in the 
Caribbean. 

The afternoon was full of good 
vibes, but the safari gang was getting 
nervous sitting in a large field of 
ganja. Visions of DEA helicopters 
danced in our heads. Rambo: 
business. 

“Quick, back to Negril.” 

So up the hill we went to the car, 
and then down the mountain, 
riding off to the west, back to the 
home base. @ 


Two-pound jack fish fillets

Thanks to science, the next 
few years will mean better 
times for growers, outdoor 
and indoor alike. Super ab- 
sorbant polymers, a signifi- 
cant high-tech advance- 
ment, are now available to 
everyone. These polymers 
absorb water and nutrients 
and retain them for release 
upon demand. Polymers 
can absorb three to four 
hundred times their weight 
in nutrient laden water. 
Adding polymers to the 
growing medium can in- 
crease yield up to 50%, 
while significantly reducing 
watering demands. 
Watering too much or too 
little has plagued growers 
with poor yield, mold, root 
WITHOUT POLYMERS WITH POLYMERS jot, and plant death. Many 
of us have lost crops due to 
missed waterings. Should

The honeycomb structure 
of the membranes swell as 
they absorb moisture and 
then release it upon de- 
mand.

tals when dry; when wet, 
they swell and retain mois- 
ture and nutrients. Without 
polymers, most of the water 
runs off too quickly to be 
absorbed by the root sys- 
tem. With polymers, water 
loss through evaporation is 
virtually eliminated. Poly- 
mers retain and release 
90% of the moisture added 
to the soil. 

Before adding polymers 
to the soil, they should first 
be soaked for between five 
and 15 minutes. Follow in- 
structions for the proper 
mixture of soil and poly- 
mers, Water the plants nor- 
mally for the first two or 
three weeks to allow the 
polymers to swell and the 
root system to attach. After 
this period, watering can be 
reduced to once a week or 
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When water is added, an electro chemical repulsion takes 
place which causes the main branches of the molecule to 
repel each other like poles of a magnet. As this happens, 
water is drawn in between the branches resulting ina 
rapid swelling of each particle and a rapid absorption of 


water as shown:

once every other week. 

For potted plants already 
growing, puncture 10 to 12 
dime-sized holes in the soil 
five to six inches deep, add 
a spoonful of polymers 
(soaked), then fill with soil, 
and water. Ideally, you 
should pre-mix the soil and 
polymers. 

This grower has had ex- 
cellent results using Brood- 
leaf P-4, which is available, 
along with other brands, 
through most nursery out- 
lets. Other brands are likely 
to be just as good. 

Polymer-mixed soil stays 
aerated, resists hardening 
and packing, and eases 
root growth. The new poly- 
mers resist decomposition 
which makes their use cost- 
effective and efficient. Try

Also, these plants got direct sun for 14 
hours a day on August 1 and have been 
flowering since July 7, when the days 
were even longer.

AMMONIUM FOR 
HYDROPONICS? 
Dear Ed, 

A fertilizer manufacturer claims that its 
hydroponic plant food is ammonia-free 
and is a must for hydroponic systems. 
How true is that claim?

Many texts on hydroponics state that 
only non-ammonium formulas should 
be used. They claim that since ammo- 
nia is so readily available to plants, 
they tend to grow longer internodes 
and weaker stems. 

Some hydroponic fertilizers do con- 
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tain ammonium, but plants still grow 
well. Not using ammonium is most im- 
portant when a garden is warm. Plants 
have a tendency to stretch under hot 
conditions. Ammonium accentuates 
this tendency. 


ED’S COMPLAINT 

Iwas in the HIGH TIMES office the other 
day, and John Holmstrom was totalling 
the contributions to the NORMLTHON 
that the magazine sponsors.

During the NORMLTHON, | asked peo- 
ple to voluntarily send in $1 with their 
questions. Most of you were too cheap to 
even do that. The reality is that if we want 
to stop the cultural genocide now taking 
place, we have to stand up for our rights. 
Supporting NORML is one way of doing 
this. 

GIVE AN OUNCE. That's right. Each 
grower, smoker and dealer should give 
the dollar equivalent of an ounce of weed. 
Whatever an ounce of the weed you 
grow, sell or use costs, give that each 
year.

It 
doesn't all have to be done at once. You 
can send alittle each week or month. But 
if you don’t contribute, the laws will never 
change, and we will all be subject to cul- 
tural genocide.

It is still cheaper than hiring a 
lawyer when you get busted. If you are 
paranoid about having your name on a 
list, you can still give anonymously, so 
that is not an excuse.

INTERNATIONAL 
GROWER REPORT 


by Ed Rosenthal 


A few months ago a reader 
wrote that he used No-Pest 
Strips to eliminate insect pests 
and mites in his garden. Then 
Don Jackson of Nature’s Con- 
trol wrote a letter warning of the 
danger of using these insecti- 
cide laden devices. The May 
’88 issue of Consumer Reports 
has issued a warning not to use 
them. 

According to the article, the 
National Cancer Institute has 
conducted studies showing 
that the active ingredient in the 
strips, 2, 2-dichlorovinyl di- 
methyl phosphate, causes can- 
cer in animals and may 
damage the liver and nervous 
system. 

The lifetime exposure to the 
chemical, which is commonly 
known as DDVP or Vapona, in- 
creases chances of contracting 
cancer by 1 in 100. Dogs and 
cats wearing DDVP-laden col- 
lars had a 1% increase in risk, 
too. The collars also increased 
the owner's risk. Sprays con- 
taining DDVP are also 
dangerous. 

For safety’s sake avoid any 
pesticide containing 2,2-dich- 
lorovinyl dimethyl phosphate.

THC is produced near the site of the 
glands on the leaves and the buds and 
does not migrate. No matter which 
way the plants are hung, the THC will 
remain where it was produced. 

When the plants are hung with buds 
pointing up, the fan leaves spread out 
and are easier to manicure. When the 
buds hang down, the leaves protect 
the buds and help stop THC glands 
from falling off. 


LIGHT AND MEDIUM 
PROBLEMS 
Dear Ed, 

Ihave 75- and 50-watt Gro and Show 
bulbs and | use an inert soil of redwood 
and fir shavings and sand. The leaves 
tum bronze on the larger plants and burn 
on the smaller ones. Whats the matter?

Wood shavings are not inert. They 
have non-neutral pH and they lack ni- 
‘trogen. The wood uses some of the ni- 
trogen from the fertilizer as soon as it 
comes in contact with it. This causes 
both fertilizer imbalance and pH prob- 
Jems. Incandescent bulbs emit an im- 
balanced light spectrum. Plants have 
a hard time under it, and grow spindly. 
They are also inefficient, as they emit 
about 1 of the light of a fluorescent, 
per watt.

For some reason, halfway 
through the flower cycle, the tips begin to 
grow rapidly and form very few calyxes. It 
ruins an otherwise perfect kola.

The buds were probably suffering 
from a change in temperature as they 
grew nearer the light. Another poss!- 
bility is a change in fertilizer regimen. 


LPS LIGHT 
| would like to use a low pressure so- 
dium light (LPS) for my garden. Would a 
four-foot 180-watt LPS be sufficient for 
good vegetative and flowering growth? 
—Advice Needed 
Greensboro, NC 


LPS lamps emit light only in the 680- 
690 nanometer spectrum, a thin band 
of orange light. Although plants can 
use this light, it must be supple- 
mented with light in the red and blue 
bands. This lamp cannot be used 
alone. 


TIME LIMIT

| am starting an indoor garden using a 
400 watt metal halide (MH). The plants 
will be grown in a mix of topsoil, pea 
gravel, vermiculite, peat moss and com- 
posted manure. | have only 4 months to 
grow. 

What should the lighting schedule be? 

Should 
fertilize them?

If you have only 16 weeks for the first 
crop, run the light continuously for the 
first four to five weeks. The plants 
should be 12-15 inches by this time. 
Then cut back the lighting to 12 hours 
per day until the buds have filled out, 
approximately six to eight weeks. 
Ripen them up under 14 hours of dark- 
ness per day for another week or two. 

The plants should be spaced four 
per square foot, so six inch containers. 
can be used. 

Make sure that the mixture has a pH 
inthe low sixes, so that the nutrients in 
the mix are available to the plant. 
When the plants are phased into flow- 
ering, the plants should be fertilized 
with a water-soluble flowering for- 
mula.

Greetings from Southern California! The 
surf isn’t up where I’m at, and we're 
‘sweating out the annual dry season with 
typical Mexican and a little stash from 
last year's harvest. Any of the “goods” 
have been scarce and expensive. A 
surprise pop-up from an Alaskan strain 
has found a place in our lungs and our 
grow rooms. Our seventh generation 
‘Alaskan G100 wenches may be Harvest 
Report material. Aside from that, our 
harvest this year was started indoors in 
late November and budded in early 
March. The males were killed and the 
females placed outside after the equinox, 
sending them back into vegetative 
growth. Now we wait with watchful eyes! 
It’s now late July and I can’t get my 
longer-than-average fingers around the 
stalk. 

Next spring brings talk of outdoor 
hydroponics, cross pollination, and 
maybe a widespread seed planting spree!

Island Empire, CA 


Here's a report on my outdoor garden for 
this season. I prefer growing outdoors to 
growing indoors. For me, outdoor 
growing is a lot cheaper and more 
natural, although it is not as safe as 


indoors. I live in an area where the 
chances of my getting caught are very 
sim. 

In one area that covers 10' x 10’ 
-square, I have four indicas that 
germinated in April and were about six 
feet tall at the end of July. I have them in 
an area that creates a humid 
environment and the plants love it. 1 
expect to harvest about two pounds of 
bud apiece. 

In another area that covers 6’ x 6" 
square, surrounded by berry bushes, is a 
skunk plant that I started in March. We 
had a very hard rain in the middle of 
April. The rain topped the plant naturally, 
but it survived and now has about 100 
tops on it. hope to harvest between 
three and four pounds of bud off that one 
plant. 

Right next toa peach tree, I have two 
‘Thai plants that were started in April. 
They were approximately ten feet tall as 
of July 22nd. I should harvest a pound of 
bud off each plant. My total cost from 
seed to harvest is $20 per plant 

I germinate my seeds in potting soil 
and transplant them when they're 
between one and two months old. The 
only commercial fertilizers I use are 
Miracle-Gro during the vegetative cycle, 
then I switch to 0-10-10 when they 
bloom. I also add to the soil before I put 
anything into the ground. 

For the first time, some of my plant 
pistils are turning white. This is a first for 
me this early in the season. 

Ona final note, I have never produced 
a straight male plant so that I can start 
making seeds. The best I can do is 
produce hermaphrodites. I must be 
doing something wrong, although I only 
plant about 30 or 40 seeds per year.

MASSACHUSETTS 
This is my seventh year growing an 
indica strain I got from Vermont. This 
year's crop could turn out to be my best 
If it’s as good as last year, then it’s going 
to be another easy winter. 

My plants are much larger and fuller 
than ever. They started the early stage of 
budding recently. All males that escaped 
notice this spring have been pulled, 
except my one seed patch, as usual.

MICHIGAN 
It’s early August here and the Skunk #1 
from SSSC is unbelieveable—the best 
plants I’ve had in eight years of growing. 
My plants are 6 to 71/2 feet tall already. 
‘They have more budding sites than my

apple trees. I have two patches; one has 
four plants, the other has six (all 
females). One patch looks like a 40-foot 
diameter bush! My partner, four houses 
away, says he can smell skunk at his 
house if the wind is right. 

Hey, fellow farmers—don't forget to 
donate some bucks to NORML. I wish 
you all a safe and prosperous season. 


Yes, it was a hot summer in Michigan this 
year! Even though there was a drought in 
the beginning of growing season, my 
plants got all the water they needed 
because my favorite growing area has a 
creek nearby. I ended up with 21 females 
from my lth generation hybrid seed. 
‘The plants measure from 6 to 13 feet and 
will be ready to be harvested in the 
middle of September. So, overall it was a 
good growing season for me.

First, let me tell you about my system—a 
250-watt HPS lamp and an old Phototron 
plugged into a lamp-timer. I grow in 
three-gallon ice cream buckets and 
various house-plant pots. I water my 
plants with tap-water every couple of 


wroming area is a sealed ck 
padlock on it—no air in, no air out 

Due to unfortunate circumstances, I 
had to harvest early. Half of my plants 
starting to bud and the other 
half were in total vegetation 

I dried half the crop in sealed plastic 
bags and the other half in open plastic 
bags. The herb in the sealed bags cured 
well and had a great taste; the herb in the 
open bags tasted green but was ready in 
‘two days. 

Now I have eight varieties to choose 
from. Colombian gold, Mystery indica, 
Jim's sativa, Jim's indica (this gets best 
buzz award), Mexican sativa, '70s gold, 
Jay's green, and Afghan pine indica.

Growing in MI 


This year, I started 3rd generation 
Afghani from seed in late February. The 
plants were transplanted from grow pots 
in late April when they were 12-14 inches 
tall.

pathological user” at ve time he 
“voluntarily” entered Straight. When 
asked how he would define a 
pathological user, Dr. DuPont replied, 
“Use of drugs in a pattern that is 
recklessly disregarding the real interest 
of the individual. There were at least two 
striking examples of that in that year we 
are talking about. One of these was his 
inability to continue on INH [a medicine 
which had been prescribed by a doctor] 
because he chose to drink instead, and 
the other was his risking his financial 
support to go to college and choosing 
marijuana instead. I considered both of 
these sick, pathological, and evidence of 
drug dependence.” 

There are standards by which fairly 
objective and impartial judgments may 
be made as to whether an individual is 
suffering from the disease of drug abuse. 
Some of the most authoritative have 
been formulated by the American 
Psychiatric Association. The primary 
APA diagnostic criteria for cannabis, or 
marijuana, abuse are “intoxication 
throughout the day; use of cannabis 
nearly every day for at least one month; 
episodes of cannabis delusional 
disorder” A related standard is 
“impairment in social or occupational 
functioning due to cannabis use.” As Phil 
Hirschkop read these and other tests of 
cannabis pathology to Dr. DuPont in the 
course of the cross-examination, the 
physician admitted that none of them 
applied to Fred in any clearly significant 
manner. 

The majority of the jury simply did not 
feel that the evidence showed Fred to be 
drug dependent. Moreover, they 
distrusted Straight's primary expert 
witness. “DuPont's tie-in with Straight 
was obvious,” a juror observed. “He 
seemed to bend his testimony to protect 
his client. We believed Dr. Egan; he gave 
what appeared to us [to be] good 
professional advice” 

James Harold Egan, chairman, 
Department of Psychiatry, Children's 
Hospital National Medical Center in the 
nation’s capital, provided a different 
professional vision of the universe of 
‘youth drug taking and of the medical 
Status of one young man. Dr. Egan's 
vision has a fair number of scientific and 
lay supporters, but it is ignored by most 
major political and scientific 
policymakers today. 

“think Fred had a number of devices 
that he used to defy authority. They were 
rather typical adolescent ones, l must 
say; letting his hair grow very long and 
wearing used, beat-up old clothes and 
getting an A one semester in a course 
and getting this supreme pleasure of 
getting a C the next semester, to sort of 
thumb his nose at the teacher, the 
equivalent of what many adolescents do 
as they attempt to become autonomous 
adults. 

Even if Fred had continued to smoke 
marijuana in defiance of the ultimatum 


allegedly issued by his father, Dr. Egan, 
unlike Dr. DuPont, would not have seen 
that form of adolescent risk-taking as 
necessarily a clear sign of drug 
dependency. “It depends on the motive 
for the risk-taking. If one takes the risk 
because one has a compelling need, then 
‘one would say that the risk-taking is 
dependent on the drug. With a number of 
young people that I see, the drug is 
merely the instrument or the pawn ina 
battle with their parents, and not the 
problem itself,’ Dr. Egan stated on the 
witness stand. 

On the basis of having examined Fred 
for several hours (which Dr. DuPont 
never bothered to do) and of having read 
most of the important records, Dr. Egan 
stated flatly on the witness stand, “I do 
not think that he was at the time or now 
chemically dependent on any drugs.” In 
making this diagnosis, the physician 
apparently closely applied the APA 
criteria that Dr. DuPont largely seemed 
to ignore. Even though Fred did 
‘occasionally use drugs, he was not 
regularly intoxicated, and he was 
functioning well academically, socially, 
and personally. “Let me be very frank, 
Dr. Egan interposed in the midst of a 
question being put to him on the stand. 
“Were I to have seen him as a patient in 
my office, I would not have referred him 
toa drug rehabilitation program.” The 
next question was, “Do you think he 
needed any treatment for drug abuse at 
all?” The immediate, firm response was, 


FRED WINS TWO 
JURY VERDICTS 


On the fourth day of the trial, the case 
went to the jury. The jury was most 
influenced by the solid evidence that 
Fred, at 19 legally an adult, had indeed 
been imprisoned against his will. Had the 
jury believed him to be a true drug 
abuser, they might have doubted his 
ability to object to his imprisonment. 
That issue did not arise, however, for the 
six citizens did not believe that the 
evidence showed Fred Collins to be a 
drug addict. To the surprise of all 
concerned, the jury took very little time 
to deliberate. 

While the verdict was in favor of 
plaintiff Fred Collins on the claim of 
false imprisonment, for some reason the 
jury decided to find for the defendant on 
the claims of intentional infliction of 
emotional distress and assault. After 
having rendered such a speedy verdict, it 
was then the turn of the members of the 
jury to be surprised. Judge Bryan 
announced that this was a bifurcated 
trial and that there would be a separate 
trial on the issue of the extent of 
damages. 

On May, 25, the jury retired to 
commence its deliberations, which were 
much more heated than the first time. 
The lone woman juror wanted to do 
precisely as counsel Ronald Goldfarb 
urged in pleading for a “Toughlove 
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verdict”—an award of one dollar. She felt 
that Straight was doing vital work which 
should not be curtailed. Psychologist 
William Watson later told me that he 
believed that a substantial penalty had to 
be imposed, perhaps in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. Louis De 
Santi found himself “100 percent pro- 
Fred Collins.” He thought Fred was “a 
regular guy” and that he had been 
severely hurt by Straight and by his 
parents. 

‘The most forceful juror seemed to 
have been Robert H. Hartzell, who was a 
relatively high-ranking federal civil 
servant. While he was appalled at the 
revelations of drug use, Hartzell was 
even more disturbed by the tactics of 
Straight, Inc. “I found myself angry. ..1 
had concluded that...regardless of what 
their motives were, if not nipped in the 
bud, [their tactics] were the seeds of 
destruction for a nation.” 

“A look of shock fell over the faces of 
the attorneys for both sides as the 
decision was read in a stuffy, packed 
courtroom,” said a newspaper account. 
The verdict: $40,000 in compensatory 
damages and $180,000 in punitive 
damages, a total of $220,000 

Fred spent the Christmases of 1982 
and 1983 away from his family and 
utterly depressed. The young man 
looked forward to spending the 
Christmas of 1984 with his own family in 
an attempt to re-establish a relationship. 
When he returned to the family home 
shortly before Christmas day, he found 
his brother, George, now a Straight 
Seventh Stepper (in the most advanced 
phase, out in the community) to be a 
drug-free but hostile human being. For 
the first few days, though, events went 
relatively smoothly. Then his father 
discovered upon reading a newspaper 
that Fred had told some reporters of his 
hope for a family reconciliation 

An argument ensued over the 
unwanted publicity. Fred Collins was 
again cut off from his family and more 
deeply depressed than ever. For several 
years he remained an orphan of the war 
‘on drugs. 

Between December 1984 and 
December 1986, despite repeated 
attempts, I was unable to find Fred nor 
was I able to contact him through his 
family. They refused to speak to me on 
the telephone nor would they answer my 
letters asking about Fred's welfare. I was 
worried about him—and them. 

Out of the blue, Fred called me in early 
December 1986. He told me that he had 
just discovered my letters lying about his 
parents’ home. They had never told him 
about the letters or about my frequent 
attempts to contact him. Fred told me 
that he was doing well, that he had 
completed his undergraduate work and 
was pursuing a master's degree at 
Virginia Tech. The young man claimed 
that he was reconciled with his family 
but that they simply did not talk about 
their ordeal with Straight.

The only heaters safe for indoor use 
run on propane or LP gas. Kerosene 
and gas heaters may release danger- 
ous carbon monoxide, a colorless, 
odorless gas. 

Each pound of fuel produces about 
three pounds of CO,, 11/2 pounds of 
water and 21,800 BTUs of heat. One 
pound of CO, fills a space of about 8.7 
cubic feet. 


CANDLES FOR CO, 
Dear Ed, 

| have a closet that holds 2,000 liters 
(about 3’x 3’x 8’). | found that a birthday 
candle went out after burning up about 
tho of itself in a one-liter jar. Since there is 
about 20% oxygen in air, | used 0.2 liters 
of oxygen. l estimate that each candle will 
produce two liters of CO,. This could be a 
cheap way of supplying CO, to the 
plants.

For every two liters of oxygen used, 
three liters of CO, are created. These 
are the two liters of oxygen and the 
carbon, now a gas, which occupies 
one liter of space. 

The CO, content of the air should be 
raised to between 0.2 and 0.3% or four 
to six liters of gas innoculated every 
three hours.

COLORED MULCH

I came across an article titled “Veget- 
ables Have Favorite Colors Too”, in the 
August-September '88 National Wildlife, 
published by the National Wildlife 
Federation. 

The article states that Michael Kasper- 
bauer and Patrick Hunt at the USDA's Soil 
and Water Conservation Research Labo- 
ratory in Florence, South Carolina, have 
found that vegetables respond favorably 
to particular wavelengths of reflected 
sunlight. Tomato plants grown over red 
mulch produced 20% more top quality to- 
matoes than those grown over black 
plastic. Potatoes and green peppers 
show a distinct preference for white 
mulch.

White mulch relects light back up to 
the leaves and growing areas of the 
plants. Increased light means in- 
creased growth. No research has been 
done on other wave-lengths which the 
plants might prefer.

I have read conflicting reports on 
whether to give plants a regimen of con- 
tinuous light or 18 hours:a day during veg- 
etation. Some authors state continuous 
light promotes rapid, vigorous vegetative 
growth, as well as being excellent for re- 
generation of plants for a second harvest. 
Another author states that continuous 
light is a waste of electricity because the 
plant is only able to utilize 16-18 hours of 
light. Another author says continuous 
light sets the plants’ biological clock back 
to zero and should never be used. What's 
the real scoop?

Water which is relatively free of 
mineral content and near seven pH 
can be used successfully in hydro- 
ponic systems, just as you are doing.

JOHN WILCOCK 
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HIGH TIMES drew more than just 
inspiration from the underground 
newspapers of the ’60s—many vet- 
erans of the scene worked here af- 
ler the movement dissipated. 


Mailer had offered me dope, and all 
kinds of people offered me dope. They 
said, “You understandably are nervous 
about drugs and stuff, but we'll keep an 
eye on you. We want you to take these 
pills as an experiment and we want you 
to just hang out here. For three hours, 
you'll feel real happy and we just 

want to take notes on what you say and 
stuff. And then afterwards, we want you 
to fill in a questionnaire.” 

And I said, “Oh, shit. Why not? 
Anything for a column. So I went up 
there and took these pink psilocybin pills 
and just totally freaked out. I had a 
marvelous time. I was so happy all 
afternoon. They took me out on 42nd 
Street and I was giggling away at 
everything. Suddenly, I saw a cop coming 
and I froze. I said, “There's a cop! There's 
a cop!” And Dave leaned over and said, 
“No law against laughing, man.” Which is 
one of the great early insights I had, you 
know, when I was stoned. So that's what 
got me into dope. 

I think I was probably the first person 
to write about dope in a relatively 
straight American paper. I started 
picking up mentions of it, like, say, the 
British Medical Association covered 
some report that had been made in India, 
and they quoted me from there. But that's 
getting ahead of the story. 

HT: What year was this? 


JW: That would be about 1960, or 1961 
at the latest. 

HT: How did the ’60s underground 
publishing scene first happen? 

JW: Probably Walter Bowart, singly, 
and the people who did the Oracle 

in San Francisco were the major 
influences. You see, the Berkeley Barb in 
San Francisco and the LA Free Press and 
the Village Voice—all of which predated 
the East Village Other—had all done old, 
hot-type printing. Bowart realized that 
once you started printing offset, you 
were released from linear constraints— 
you didn’t have to print a paper looking 
like other papers. You could do it any 
shape and any size. 

HT: What about Ed Sanders? John 
Sinclair (see July 1988 HIGH TIMES) 
seemed to think he was the first 
underground publisher. 

JW: I knew Ed from the early Village 
days in the late '50s when he and Tuli 
(Kupferberg) had the East Side 
Bookstore over on 383 East 10th Street, 
and he was putting out Fuck You, which 
was this mimeographed magazine on 
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around, put the camera on people 
without warning, ask them a few things 
and edit in the camera as I go along, 

I started doing video when Nick Yanny, 
who used to do the Tomorrow's 
Television Tonight Show, had me on. 1 
was still giving away my little paper and 
he said, “Why do you spend $100 bucks 
giving outa paper for free when you 
could spend $50 bucks and do a cable 
show?" So I started going into the studio 
and doing little bits and pieces. After a 
while, I got a camera and started 
wandering around. I began to realize that 
it was a very effective tool for a reporter, 

[feel that what's wrong with television 
is perfection. Everybody wants 
perfection. It's rehearsed and polished 
and prepared and predictable and there 
are no surprises. When people say 
they're bored with television, they don't 
really mean they're bored with the 
programs, they mean they're bored with 
the way television is presented. It's 
ludicrous that a talk show should have to 
close down because the writers are on 
strike, A talk show is supposed to be

very thick, orangy paper. He’d print up 10 
or 11 issues of Fuck You and give them 
out, and put out a catalog offering these 
things for $75 a set or something. And he 
sent these catalogs out to colleges all 
over the country. Of course, everybody 
bought them because it had all the very 
heavy names in the American poetry 
scene, like Leroi Jones—the poetry 
underground, I guess. 

Ed was so brilliant with language that 
he was influential in that way, but he 
didn’t really have much to do with the 
development of underground papers as 
such. The forerunners of underground 
papers were really more like Paul 
Krassner (who started The Realist), 

HT: Do you think there's an underground 
movement left to talk about today? 
JW: There are always people working 
underground, except that at this 
particular time, there isn’t any sort of 
cohesive unit or united sort of 
exchanging things and doing the same 
stuff. I'd like to set up some kind of an 
organization so that we could all swap 
(video) tape all over the world. But it’s 
very hard to do something like that, 

just plug away. I basically do video: 
like I've always been a writer. I wander 


about people talking, you know? 
Conversation, not people who learn a 
script! 

‘The reason this is on my mind is that 
on my own show, I did a rap the other day 
about, “There are two kinds of people 
concerned with television—the people 
who make television, who think that it 
doesn't work unless it’s perfect, and the 
people who watch it, who don’t give a 
damn.’ I mean, if it’s interesting, people 
don't care if the color's a bit off or the 
sound's not quite clear. 

What I find really ironic is that people 
who make television are beginning to 
divine that people want reality. So what 
they're giving them now is pretend 
reality. 

HT: Like that soap opera/cop show, The 
Street. 

JW: Right. And doing commercials that 
look like they're done with an amateur's 
camera, with shaking and all the rest of 
. Yet it costs half a million to produce. I 
mean, if | wasn’t so old and so used to 
this thing, I'd be amazed. But I'm not 
amazed because that's the way 
commerce is. It decides what somebody 
wants and then gives them an imitation

“Another plant, the Cua-Cua, is similar, 
but does not last as long. For this, you rub 
your hands with the leaves and then touch 
‘someone. The plant works through the skin 
and whomever you touch will be in your 
power for eight days. I have performed that 
amusing experiment many times; once even 
on my wife. After eight days she hated me. 
She knew what I had done when, during that 
time, she tried to do something and I told her 
not to do it, and she couldn't. Some of these 
plants are very dangerous that way. 

“Some of my other plants are more 
practical. The Pidi-Pidi is one. I have 24 
kinds of Pidi-Pidi on my land. The ones here 
are all prepared the same way. You boil the 
bulb in half-a-liter of water for ten minutes 
and then drink the extract. One of these is. 
good for fertility in both men and women. 
Another is good for a permanent 
contraceptive. A man who drinks that extract 
will be sterile, and with no side effects 
whatsoever. That is one plant the Japanese 
are very interested in. For a woman, she must 
drink it after she menstruates; then she will 
have no more babies. No pain, no side 
effects, and you only drink it once. My wife 
drank it after we had had enough children 
and that was twenty years ago. The other Pidi- 
Pidi that I have here is used to help bald 
people grow hair; not really grow, just bring 
the scalp back to life. In your country there 
are some products which contain a little of 
this extract. Other Pidi-Pidis cause 
hallucinations and are good for healing 
internal wounds. 

“There are so many plants to study. So far I 
have discovered two hundred and fifty new 
plants for curing alone. Plants for the skin, 
for the liver, for epilepsy, for diseases of the 
pancreas, contraceptives . . .]have teas for 
syphilis, plants to cure hepatitis; others to 
stop the pain of childbirth—and there are 
many people who have discovered other 
plants; tribes in the jungle and in the 
mountains each have their own medicines. 
‘There are so many plants for different things 
that we will never investigate them all. Did 
you know that the plants the Indians use for 
ibuilding their houses are medicinal? Did you 
know that there are magnetic plants? 

“The field of conversation we are touching 
on is so broad that I would need too much 
time to tell you more. There are also things I 
hesitate to tell you because I don’t know you 
both very well. I have to protect my plants 
because they can be used in the wrong way. 
They can be abused by the wrong people and 
s0I must be cautious, but if you will come 
back for a month and come to my land we will 
talk more; you will use my plants and learn 
about them. You will not believe everything 
until you have seen it, so you must come back 
to study. If you like you could come in April, 
when the San Pedro blooms.” 

With that, Dr. Arroyo announced that he 
had another engagement and left us to ponder 
his plants.

Dear Ed, 

While doing research for my indoor 
garden I came across some information 
on photoperiod and flowering that con- 
fused me. All of your information that | 
have read recommends 12-on/12-off for 
the lights. | understand this. 

In the May '88 issue of HIGH TIMES, 
Dr. Indoors states, “The light at this cycle 
will be set to give 12 hours of complete 
dark to the plants. The day cycle can be 
set at any amount of time from 12-48 
hours. The plants need 12 hours of dark 
to insure proper flowering.” Could you 
please explain this to me? | thought that 
more than 12-16 hours of continuous light 
would force the plants back into the vege- 
tative state.

Christopher, I! 


Marijuana measures the number of 
hours of uninterrupted complete dark- 
ness, not the number of hours of light. 
Some growers have been experiment- 
ing with a longer light-cycle, while 
keeping the dark period at 12 hours. 
They say that this increases total bud 
growth. 

Multi-day timers can be used to ex- 
tend the light period. They are availa- 
ble at some grow stores.

The Shock Review—I like this one 
because the newest issue (#5) has reviews 
of 14 trashy videotapes and finds space to 
tell me some facts | didn’t know in articles. 
There's part two of a well researched video 
history of Spanish horror/sex/exploitation 
king Jesse (Jesus) Franco, the guy who was 
responsible for Succubus, The Awful Dr.

Editor Tom Stockman also 
discusses the glut of buddy cop movies 
released in ‘87, and along with the more 
predictable horror movies, reviews two 
features about Charles Bukowski. Original 
artwork is featured.

called Magick Theatre, but unfortunately its 


editor, Raymond Young, has stopped

I 
love Christmas records. and I'hate 
Christmas. Not many rock ‘n’ rollers 
make Christmas records anymore, I 
don't know why, we live in a world 
where great things once abundant 
are now scarce. The most recent 
Xmas disc I bought and liked was 
Spinal Tap's “Christmas with the 
Devil.” Used to be everyone made 
Xmas discs—Elvis, Chuck Berry, 

Jerry Lee Lewis (one of his few non-LP 
sides, “I Can't Have A Merry 
Christmas Without You"), ete. If you 
want to have some fine and dandy 
vintage Yuletide sounds it's probably 
easier now than ever because a slew 
of Christmas re-issue discs has hit 
the market over the last few years 
filling us with noise both familiar and 
obscure, my own recommendation is 
to make your own custom Xmas tape to 
to annoy the family at dinner/gift 
openings/egg nog guzzling or the ever 
popular hide-the-joint-from-Mom 
backyard toke-down. 

For a label owned by two Jews, 
Rhino Records certainly has plenty of 
Christmas spirit. They put out Rockin’ 
Christmas: The ‘50s (featuring such 
amazing artifacts as the Youngsters’ 
“Christmas In Jail” and the Hepsters’ 
“Rockin’ and Rollin’ With Santa Elvis Presley. 


Xmas package on the market—Mr. 
‘Santa's Boogie featuring a good cross 
section of R&B (Big Maybelle 
bellowing out “Silent Night” for 
example), jazz (how ‘bout Charlie 
Parker riffing five minutes worth of 
“White Christmas"), rockabilly and 
doo-wop sounds. The much sought- 
after Stax Xmas LP—Soul Christmas 
is long out of print in America, but 
Canadian Atco has it, and a good 
record import place should stock it. 
All the Stax greats are represented: 
King Curtis, Otis Redding, Booker T & 
the MG's, but Clarence Carter takes 
the reindeer turd with his astounding 
“Back Door Santa” ("1 
Nick, he only come but once a year, 
heh, heh, heh. ..") and you shouldn't 
oughta miss this one. Rhythm & Blues 
Christmas (United Artists) is a 
bargain bin staple at Xmas time in 
K-Marts coast to coast and it’s a good 
‘un with classics by Chuck Berry, 
Amos Milburn, Clyde McPhatter & the 
Drifters, Marvin & Johnny and more, 
and it won't cost you much either. On 
the same note Merry Christmas Baby 
(King/Gusto) rounds up 16 R&B 
yuletime hits, emphasis on the 
sublime with Johnny Moore's 3 
Blazers, the Dominoes, Charles 
Brown, Bull Moose Jackson and 
Freddie King as standouts. MCA has 
raided the vaults from various labels 
it now owns (and often maligns...) 
but their rockin’ Xmas disc has some 
goodies, especially inane and worth 
hearing is the Eternals’ “Christmas In 
the Jungle", a big holiday request 
item on my radio show. 

If you're someone with some 
archaeologist in you, then you might 
want to look for these to round out 
your rock ‘n’ roll Xmas tonalization: 
Huey “Piano” Smith & the Clowns— 
Twas the Night Before Christmas 
(Ace), a fantastic rollicking R&B 
Xmas stomp, New Orleans-style; Bob 
Seger & the Last Heard—“Sock It To 
Me Santa” (his best Mitch Ryder 
imitation, you wouldn't even know it 
was old jowl-face and not Mr. Devil 
withe Blue Dress ifI didn’t just tell 
ya); Hank Ballard & the Midnighters’ 
*Santa’s Coming”(King), Clyde 
Lasley—"Santa Got Drunk"; Edd 
“Kookie” Byres—"Yulesville" (hep- 
talk reciting of the “Night before 
Xmas" that'll leave you lingo lovers 
speechless); Sonny Boy Williamson— 
“Santa Claus”, The Beach Boys
